THE DEBTS OF THE PACIFIC ROADS, 
The report of the Senate Special Con mittee 
on the Pacific Railroads and the bill for the 
refunding of their debts which accompaniés 
it, printed in yesterday’s TaiscNz, bear evi- 
dence to the affectionate regard of the com- 
mittee for these reads rather than to its zeal 
for the interests of ihe Government. It has 
never been thé case that all the claims made 
on behalf of any railroad have been justified 
by the facts. It is, therefore, somewhat sur- 
prising that Senators Frye and Davis should 
be able to convince the full committee so eas 
ily that all the charges made against the 
management of the Pacitic roads were un- 
true, and that is was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to hasten to the relief of the virtuous, 
much-maligned individuals who control them. 
If others than Senators had made this re- 
port it would have been immediately attacked 
as a smooth job ot whitewashing, and there 
will doubties® be many, especially west of 
the Missouri River, who will have no com- 
punctions about thus describing it. One of 
the grave charges against the managers of 
the roads has been the use of funds which 
should have been applied to the payment of 
debts to the Government for the purchase 
or building of branch lines. It has been 
charged that some of the purchases, or 
leases in particular, were wantonly extrava- 
gantand were made not so much for the 
benefit of the main lines as to put the breath 
of Ute into the securities of bankrupt corpo- 
rations, often held by those who did the buy- 
ing. The committee report says that the 
policy of building or acquiring the branch 
lines was wise, but it dodges answering the 
question as to whence came the money with 
which they were gotten. If unlawfully di- 
verted from other uses, it shows a dullness 
of conscience on the part of those who have 
had the control of these lines which tends 
to demonstrate th&t their promises for the 
future can no more be trusted than those 
which they made—and broke—in the past. 

Originally the thirty year bonds issued to 
the Union and Central Pacific roads under 
the act of 1862 were a first lien. Congress 
was unwise enough to allow the Government 
to drop into the position of a second-mortgage 
holder. It is pow stated by the committee that 
it will not pay the Government to foreclose 
those miles of road on which it has a statuto- 
ry lien because they are not worth the face 
of the first and second mortgages. It is inti- 
mated that this worthiessness of the Govern- 
ment’s security is partiy due to the fact that 
were it to take possession of the two roads 
it would have a ine without terminals, be- 
ginning three miles westof the Missouri and 
ending at Sao José. 

Yet these valueless roads earned tne mill- 
ions which were put into terminals, on which 
the Government has no lien, and branch 


and which in case of foreciosure would be 
the property of those who have managed the 
Pacific roads. If the main lies have earned 
80 much in the past why is it assumed they 
will earn so little in the future? If terminals 
were once bought from their earnings why 
not again! It may also be asked what the 
value of the present terminals would be in 
case of a forclosure. The roads give them 
their value far more than they give value to 
the roads. 

In brief how is it that these lines are now 
so Unproductive when their past carning 
capacity has made possible the acquisition 
of costly terminals and the procurement of 
a system of branch lines which would leave 
their owners, were the Government to fore- 
close now, ia possession of a route from the 
Missouri to the Pacific. This is something 
which the report does not explain. It is true 
that Senators Frye aud Davis say, with a 
childlike faith which is both sad and amus- 
ing, that the interests of the Government 
are not menaced, and that there is no evi- 
dence of an intention on the part of the roads 
to evade any Obligatuors to it. But they can 
get nobody eise to believe it unless it be 
their fellow Senators. 

The bili which accompanies the report pro- 
vides that the devt of the Union Pacific 
shall be funded at 3 per cent, all to be paid 
off in fifty years. That of the Central Pacific 
is to be funded at 2 per cent and be paid off 
in seventy-five years. But as this road has 
to make “extensive improvements” during 
the next ten years it 1s relieved from all pay- 
ments during that period. The committee 


they now look on as their individual proper - 
ty.. The greater rapacity of its managers 
is rewarded by lower interest and a longer 
extension Of time. It is also provided that

has evidently been deeply touched by the

This is the time for the Nebraska Senators 
to come to the front. The farmers ot their 
State are sudject to the tyranny of the 
Union Pacific road, whose rates are extor- 
tionste and which refuses to lower them, 
and says it is not within the jurisdiction of 
State authorities. This proposed bill is silent 
on the question of freight rates. It leaves 
it m the unchecked power of the Union Fa- 
cihe to charge 3800 per cent more than the 
Iowa lines. Is it to be allowed to fleece the 
farmers and the merchants under the shelter 
of the United States? The Senators and 
Representatives from Nebraska have now an 
opportunity to make an honorable record. 
They know and can paint out the fallacies and 
omissions in this remarkabie report and bill 
on which they will soon have to act. 


THR NEW JERSEY DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS. 

Once more the attentuon of the country is 
called te Democratic frauds at the ballot-box 
by the investigatuon which the committee of 
the Republican State Senate of New Jersey 
is making of the returns from Hudson Coun- 
ty. Upto date the committee has finished 
examining the boxes in aine precincts of one 
assembly district, and has nine more to look 
over. “he result thus far has been the find- 
ing of 524 bogus Democratic ballots and of 98 
legitimate Republican ballots which were not 
counted atall. If the frands continue in the 
same proportion in the other nine precincts 
they will vitiate the claim of Senator Mc- 
Donald to his seat. 

The scheme by which these frauds were 
perpetrated was carefully elaborated betore 
election. The first move was to pack the 
registration lists, and this was done so thor- 
oughly that on election-day the registry 
books showed 37,368 names in the eight pre- 
cincts of Jersey City as compared with 80, 
201 at the Presidential elecwon the year be- 
fore. Then came the work of preparing 
what are known as the little jokers.” The 
Jersey boxes stamp and perforate the bal- 
lots as they are cast. This made the work 
of the stuffers very simple, as all they had to 
do was to run the ballets through another 
box or prepares them by hand, and 
then stuff as niany into the legitimate 
box as they desired to make a 
majority or overcome returns from 
other parts of the State. Villains nearly al- 
ways leave some tell-tale evidence behind 
them, however, and this was true of the Jer- 
sey ballot-box-stuffing Democrats, They neg- 
lected to have the ballots of the same size, 
and the work was done so bunglingly or 
burriedly that the stampings and perfora- 
tions of the stuffed ballots do not compare 
with those of the legal ballots. 

Hudson County and Jersey City have al- 
ways been the nest of the New Jersey frauds 
by which hitherto that State has been car- 
ried by the Democracy. It is not necessary 
to resort to fraud to carry tua county, as it 
undoubtedly has a legitimate Democratic 
majority, but it has been a convenient place 
to receive reports from any weak spots in 
the State and manufacture a majority to 
suit. How well they have done this work a 
few figures will show. Last fallin that dis- 
trict Abbett (Dem.), candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship, had 27,822 votes, ana Grubb (Rep.) 
14,306, showing a majority of 13,426 for Ab- 
bett. In 1888 Cleveland had 27,609 and Harri- 
son 19,440-—majority for Cleveland, 7,169. The 
falling off of the Republican vote in Hudson 
County as shown by the Democratic officials 
as compared with the returns of 1888 was 
over 5,000 votes, while the Democratic vote 
was increased more than 200 over the Cleve- 
land vote. In the whole State the total vote 
of 1888 was 803,741, that of 1889 was 269,103, 
and yet in a total vote which fell off 34,638 
Abbett received 14,253 majority as against 
Cieveland’s 7,1401 What has occasioned this 
paradoxical business the investigation of the 
Senate committee clearly enough shows. 

If such frauds as these were committed in 
a district which is legitimately Democratic 
what may not have been done in weak dis- 
tricts? Unfortunately the Senate committee 
cannot challenge the result so far as the 
State or National results are concerned, It 
is due to Senator McDonald to say that he 
concedes the fraud and denounces it in un- 
measured terms and offers to resign his seat, 
but this does not involve any penalty, since 
even if he resigned he wouid probably be re- 
elected. What is needed now is a sample of 
the miuch-talked-of Jersey justice for the 
Democratic officials of Hudson County; and 
after that some method should be devised by 
the Republican State and National Commit- 
tees to prevent these frauds in the future, 
for there is little doubt that Gov. Abbett 
himself is the beneficiary of frauds, and that 
they were sufficient also to swell very con- 
siderably the vote of New Jersey for that 
eminent reformer, Grover Cleveland. 
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CREGIER’S POLICE DEPARTMENT EXTRAV- 
AdANCR. a 

Chairman Dixon and his colleagues of the 
Finance Committee are right in protesting 
against the extravagant and unwarranted 
methods and policies which Mayor Cregier 
has inaugurated in the Police Department of 
the city. Without waiting for the action of 
the Council he has increased the number of 
patrolmen, Captains, Sergeants, Lieutenants, 
etc., without necessity and without the least 
authority inlaw. The salaries appropriated 
for the department last year aggregated 
$1,400,162. This year Mayor Cregier proposes 
through his Superintendent of Police that 
$2,244,176 shall ve appropriated. Allowing 
$100,000 for salaries for policemen in the an- 
nexed districts, this is a proposed increase of 
50 per cent on the appropriawon of last year 
What emergency calls for this additional 
burden of $700,000 on the taxpayers to pay 
additional policemen! 

As before stated the Mayor has not waited 
for the action of the Council on the estimates 
before proceeding with his policy of extrava- 
gance, He has aiready appointed 5 Inspect- 
ors. There was but 1 last year. He has ap- 
pointed 13 Captains. There were but 11, in- 
cluding those of the annexed districts, last 
year. There were 87 Lieutenants last year. 
There are now 49, The number of Patrol 
Sergeants has been increased trom W to 48. 
There are 74 Desk Sergeants at this time 
against 52 last year, and 30 on. This unwar- 
rented increase in the number of officers 
above the rank of patrolman, which has 
been already carried into effect, involves an 
annual expenditure of $250,000. Where in 
the city charter does Mayor Cregier get his 
authority to mulet the taxpayers in this 
amount without consulting the Council? 

The number of patrolmen in the service of 
the city last year, including those located in 
the annexed suburbs, was abont 1,800. 
Superintendent Marsh, acting for the Mayor, 
asks for an appropriation for 1,520 men for 
ine entire year. This indicates that he has 
to the force at a cost of $220,000. He also 
asks for 450 nine-months men, to be put on 
atter April 1, at «cost of $243,000. Th 
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which he would have woven @ thrilling ro- 
mance. | 

isaac Sawtelle, the alleged murderer, and 
to whom allthe circumstances point, was 
only released trom the penitentiary last De- 
com der, where he had partially served a long 
term. for a gross offense. He went 
to board with his brother Hiram, an 
eccentric character, living at Roxbury, 
Mass., and running a small fruit stand in 
Boston, The family property had been 
owned by the father and was beld in the 
mother’s name, but Isaac had deceived the 
latter and induced her to transfer it to him, 
whereupon Hiram sued out an injunctuon to 
prevent him from disposing of it. There- 
upon Isaac deliberately concocted a scheme 
do murder his brother as weil as his brower’s 
wife and three children. By one pretext or 
another he succeeded in taking the 8-year- 
old daughter to Rochester, N. H., where he 
unsuccessfully attempted to poison her. He 
then wired the mother that she was sick, 
evidently with the intention of dispos- 
ing of “her also if she should come, 
Sue declined to go and at last it was 
settled that the father should go. He left 
the Stn, and has not seen alive since. 
Meanwhile Isaac and the little girl returned, 
and he was taxed by the mother with mu- 
dering Hiram, which he denied, The next 
day he disappeared. During his absence it 
was discovered by the authorities that be 
hired a team while at Rochester and took 
Hiram to ride, returning without him. He 
then bought a hatchet, pickax, and spade, 
hired the team again, and did not return 
until the next day. Having settled his bills 
he wenton to Portland in company with a 
confederate, who is missing. After his 
final disappearance it did not take the poiice 
long to run him down and arrest him. They 
were equally fortunate in finding the muti- 
lated and half-buried body of the brother 
and numerous evidences that point directly 
to Isaac as the murderer, 

The impellmg motive to the commission of 
this horrible crime seems to have been greed 
for money, but with all his cunning he failed 
to cover up any of the evidences of the 
crime. He left so many clews lying around 
indeed that the police had little difficulty in 
tracing him, finding the body, identifying 
it, and securmg the evidence that un- 
mistakably declares him to be the mur- 
derer. Under sach circumstances § it 
seems impossible that he should not 
have known he would de discovered 
at once with the evidence of his guilt fast- 
ened upon him. From this point of view it 
has been argued that he is of unsound mind. 
It would rather appear that he is one of those 
cases which serve t enrich the doctrine of 
total depravity. Another feature of this 
case lends additional interest to it. Only six 
weeks ago he was oned from tlie pen- 
itentiary, where he had served fifteen of a 
thirty years’ term. At the end of the thirty 
years’ term another similar itidictment 
should have met him, and there were still 
other crimes, which had not been brought to 
the grand jury for the reason that indict- 
ments had already been found sufficient to 
keep bim in the penitentiary for his natural 
life. It appears, however, that he played the 
dodge of a reformed man, aroused the sym- 
pathy of the prison officiais, induced the cir- 
culation of petiuons for his pardon, interest- 
ed women and ministers in his case, and 
finally brought such @ pressure to bear upon 
the Governor that he not only pardoned him 
but no move was made to prosecute any of 
the other indictments against him. His case 
was presented to the Governor by skilled at- 
torneys, who were paid by Sawtelle 
with money earned by bim in prison, 
and the dangerous beast was let 
loose. From the moment he was free 
he commenced plotting the scheme for the 
murder of his brother. It ought to bea 
lesson to the sickly seatimentalists and to 
the morbid men and women who are contin- 
ually on the alert to prevent the punishment 
of criminals and to get them pardoned out 
after justice has been only partially vindi- 
cated. Even Col. Ingersoll may fiad some- 
thing in this case worthy of his study. We 
hardly can believe that he will hold society 
responsible for this depraved wretch, who 
has cunningly escaped the galiows by con- 
triving to commit his crime just over the 
border of a State which forbids capital pui- 
ishment. When he goes back to prison for 
the rest of his Worthless life it is to be hoped 
tne sentimentalists Will let him remain there. 


STOP THE LOTTERY BUSINESS. 

The narrow escape from the chartering of 
the Louisiana Lottery company by North 
Dakota ought to call the attention of Con- 
gress to this subject and impel itto take 
some action. The Louisiana charter expires 
two years hence and if that State cannot be 
prevailed on torenew it the company will 
have to go elsewhere.

But it is no less strange than true that 
the steel-built vessel can be handled with a 
precision to which thé commanders of a 
century ago were strangers, is safer in spite 
of the idea which prevailed for thousands of 
years that iron could not be made to swim, 
and is destined ere long to crowd the wooden 
sailers completely off the ocean. And the 
last @emark holds equally good of the craft 
that navigate the fresh inland waters of tne 
globe.

Taz Railroad Committee of the Lower 
House of the Canadian Parliament has voted 
favorably on a bill to charter a railway from 
Sault Ste.

We were finally ejected by 
a troop of soldiers and sent to two islands in 
the harbor. On the island, as on the land, 
we were treated ‘In the worst manner possi- 
ble. When the Finance came into Maran- 
han the officials visited us and promised to 
send us back to Americaif we would sign a 
written promise tosay nothing about how 
we had been treated when we reached this 
country. We signed the paper because we 
had to or die there, and here we ure in New 
York without friends or money.”

The Pan-American Congress is about to 
begin the discussion of the committee re- 
ports.

This committee will recommend that a 
survey of the route be made at the expense 
of the Governments of the interested coun- 
tries, and that every enco ment be held 
out for prompt construction of a line which 
shall connect the northernmost outpost of 
the United States with the most southerly 
civilized country of South America. Sub- 
sidies in money will hardly be required if the 
scheme can be shown to be practicable, for 
private capitalists will Jbe ready to subscribe 
liverally for the stock. 

The majority of the Committee on an In- 
ternational Silver Coin will report in favor 
ofaplan similar to that recommended by 
Mr. Estee of California tor the coinage of a 
dollar of uniform weight and fineness by all 
the contracting countries. The South Amer- 
icans are almost all in favor of such a coin- 
age, because of the great benefit it would be 
to them: Mr. Cool of Boston, however, 
will submit a minority report from the com- 
mittee opposing the recommendation of any 
such scheme. He will argue thatif the at- 
tempt is made by legislation to add 30 cents 
to the value of the silver contained in the 
coin, and such a coin is made a legal tender 
even in small amounts in all the 
contracting countries the South, American 
countries would reap the benefit of it at the 
expense of the United States. These coins 
would pour into this country as fast as they 
were stamped in the South, and merchants 
in South America would draw on England 
for gold ana we should be obliged to settle 
with England in gold. The Southern Gov- 
ernments would make 30 cents every time 
they coined one of the new silver dollars, 
and they could immediately sell it for gold 
and use the gold to repeat the processin pur- 
chasing, coining, and getting rid of silver. 
The southern countries contain very little 
gold, and would be likely to soon drain this 
country and produce bere a grave financial 
crisis. The weight of numbersin the confer- 
ence may favor some such pian as that sug- 
gested, but itis not likely that our Govern- 
ment will ever give it validity by adopt

them. By that action ne Maintained the as- 
sociation had virtually acknowledged that 
the Lilinois Central had good cause for re- 
ducing rates. The low rates made to Bt. 
Paul and via St. Paul to Sioux City by other 
roads deprived the.lilinois Central of a fair 
proportion of the traffic, and to hold its own 
it was compelled to make the rates to Sioux 
City at least as low as were quoted by the 
North western lines via St. Faul. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul people backed 
the Illinois Central in its position, and de- 
clared that the reduction Was necessary not. 
only to Sioux City but to all Missouri River 
points, 

After it became apvarent that a general re- 
duction in rates could not be avoided all 
efforts were directed towards briuging about 
such action as would shift the responsibility 
for the red uouon of the Missouri River rates 
on the Milwaukee and St. Paul and the IIli- 


nois Central. These roads; on the other 
hand, persisted that they were not respon- 


sible, but that the reducwon. was caused by 


outside and inside competition, and they 
contended that it was the duty of the asso- 
ciation to autnorize the new rates instead of 
having the Chairman authorue the other 
roads to meet the rates made by the St. Paci 
and Illmois Central. 

The debate on this matter lasted all day 
and during the discussion the representative 
of the St. Paul took occasion to explain the 
position of his company in this mavter.

During the last few years his company had 
been obliged to submit to arbitrary reduc 
tions of St. Pani rates.

A Threatened War Avoided by the Trunk 

° Line Frelcht Committee. 

New York, Feb. 7. — [Special. I— A special 
meeting of the General Trunk Line Freight 
Committee was held today at the Commission- 
er’s office, No. 346 Broadway, to discuss the 
subject of rates from the seaboard to the 
Northwest, which bas become complicated 
by reason of the action of the St. Paul and 
other roads in cutt rates and threatening 
a serious rate war. In order to avoid dim 
culties it was decided to withdraw all through 
rates to St. Paul, and go back to the old rates 
to Chicago. This will leave the Western roads 
to fight it out among themselves. 

The situation is thus explained by a rail- 
roadman: According to the former arrange- 
ment through rates were quoted to St. Paul 
by way of Chicago so as to meet the rates of 
the Canadian lines to St. Paul. The trunk

Consternation Over the Cut in Rates on the 
Western Roads. .
